The home brew industry has be­ 
come a very large one since national 
prohibition became effective and the 
methods of 
manufacturing 
drinks 
for home 
consumption 
have been 
improved. 
The order is to be issued by the 
United States treasury department, 
it is predicted. ^Although details of 
the enforcement decree are lacking, 
it is stated that the Volstead act 
has beer* 
construed 
to mean that 
the sale of hops and malt as com­ 
ponent

of borne made beer 
were within the pale of the law and 
must stop. 
No other articles used in the man­ 
ufacture of home brews will be put 
under the band, it is* stated,

bakers and confectioners, who alone
